Long Sleep \\ itll 
Music Is Tried on 
Neurotic Patients 
Dallas, April 30 (A1)—A new 
technique of 
treating neurotic 
patients, by putting them into a 
deep sleep for as long as 60 day s 
and utilizing recordings to re­ 
store their confidence, was des­ 
cribed here Sunday by a Can­ 
adian psy chiatrist. 
The treatment begins with the 
patient being put to sleep for 30 
to 60 day s, during which they 
are awakened only long enough 
for three meals a day and elec­ 
tric shock treatments, said Dr. 
D. Ewen Cameron, chairman of 
the Psy chiatry Department at 
McGill Univ ersity at Montreal, 
Canada. 
Dr. Cameron calls his new 
sleep-and-v erbal-repetition trea t­ 
ment “ psy chic driv ing” —the the­ 
ory being that new and improv ed 
behav ior patterns are driv en into 
a patient by repeating recorded 
v erbal signals. 
Positiv e Thought Promoted 
The long nap is followed by a 
powerful dose of positiv e think­ 
ing. The patient listens to a rec­ 
ord play ing two or three affirma­ 
tiv e statements ov er and ov er for 
15 hours a day , perhaps for a 
week. 
Depending on the indiv idual’s 
needs, the recording say s differ­ 
ent things, but an ex ample might 
be: 
“ I do hav e confidence. I can 
make decisions. People do like 
me.” 
After six or sev en day s of this,, 
the patient is put back to sleep 
for fiv e to IO day s while the a tti­ 
tudes driv en into his conscious­ 
ness by the recorded v oice sink 
deeper and become a part of his 
personality , at least for the time 
being. 
Drugs Produce Sleep 
Sleep is induced by using some 
of the new tranquilizer drugs, 
long and short acting barbitur­ 
ates.

Dr. Cameron said the treat­ 
ment is still ex perimental and all 
the work in this field has been 
done at McGill’s Allan Memorial 
Institute. 
“ Although we hav e been able 
to produce the desired results in 
the majority of our cases, these 
fav orable personality changes qre 
still quite transitory ,” he said. 
But. he added, “ it is something 
that looks promising.” ' v 
In some patients, he said the 
change lasts only a few day s, in 
others for weeks or months and 
in a few, it has lasted as long as 
a y ear.

NEW PLAGUE FOR FARMERS 
We hav e heard a great deal, with good 
reason, about the rav ages of prolonged 
drouth in the Plains States and the South­ 
west 
Only recently hav e we begun to 
appreciate the grav ity of a new and spread­ 
ing menace to the nation’s supply of food 
and fibers and the well-being of its farmers. 
The menace is the Argentine fire ant, a 
y ellow-orange insect with a v icious red-hot 
sting of a destructiv e capacity for building 
16 -inch-high earth mounds in, colossal num­ 
bers on fruitful farmland. One mound 
contains some 25 ,000 ants. An acre may 
find 6 0 to 7 0 mounds, with a total of per­ 
haps 1,5 00,000 ants. 
Thus far fire ants hav e spread across 
some 20 million U. S. acres in Tex as, Louis- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, Florida 
and scattered spots in Arkansas and the 
Carolinas. Where they infest the land, 
crops do not grow and both human beings 
and animals can suffer from their sting. 
Alabama alone has 5 0,000 acres under 
the fire ant scourge. Authorities estimate 
that damage in 37 counties this y ear will 
come to more than 25 million dollars. One 
forecast was that at the present rate of 
spread ev ery tillable acre in the state would 
be infested in three y ears. 
Farm ex perts fear that the plague soon 
will spread north to dairy , corn and wheat

Astro no mers Get 
Lo o k This W eek 
At Spike Co met 


New York, April 30 h'P'—The 
nation’s astronomers are getting 
a good look this week at a newly 
discovered comet with a strange 
spike-like nose. 
The comet is visible to the 
naked eye in the Northwestern 
sector of the evening sky. 
It is 
about as bright as the faintest 
star in the Big Dipper.. 
The comet was discovered last 
Nov. 8 by S. Arend and M. Ro­ 
land of Belgium's Royal Observ­ 
atory. 
Associate Astronomer Thomas 
Nicholson of the Hayden Plane­ 
tarium here and other stargazers 
across the country commented 
yesterday on the comet’s nose. 
Nicholson described it as a 
“short, 
jet-like 
extension 
in 
front.” 
Dr. Seth Nicholson of the Cal­ 
ifornia Institute of Technology 
called the nose a narrow “spike” 
of light and said it is the out­ 
standing feature of the, comet. 
He also said the “spike” is a 
temporary phenomenon. 
Unusual Projection 
Dr. 
George 
Vanbiesbroeck 
peered at the comet from the 
University of Texas Observatory 
( at Ft. Davis, Tex. 
He said the 
projection ahead of the comet 
| is very unusual. 
He said he had 
I “no idea” what caused it. 
Astronomers in Boston said 
their studies of the comet show 


that it is about seven million 
miles long. 
The astronomers are studying 
the Arend-Roland comet to learn 
more about why comets act the 
way they do, how their tails form 
and what forces are involved.. 
The Arend-Roland comet, they 
add. does not rival the famed 
Hailey’s comet.

As you read Miss Read’s story, 
you realize w hat a truly rem ark­ 
able 
person 
she 
is. Teaching, 
disciplining and lov ing her small 
pupils w ith superb efficiency in 
j 
each 
departm ent. 
This 
is 
a 
church school so Miss Read, to ­ 
gether with the v icar of the 
church across the road, also di­ 
rects the religious training of 
the children. She helps the chil­ 
dren to stage the v arious re­ 
ligious and o ther festiv als of the 
year—the harv est 
festiv al and 
o ther ev ents of the church cal­ 
endar and tells, w ith quiet good 
hum or of the m any amusing in­ 
cidents which spark them. 
In fact Miss Read m anages to 
see the funny side of v arious ir­ 
ritating 
complications 
inherent 
in her job. The ancient piano
